Citrus producers were selling satsumas.  Vegetable producers were selling greens.  Pecan harvesting 
reached 68 percent, surpassing last year and the 5 year average.

Cattlemen continued getting pastures back in shape from the hurricanes.  Planting of ryegrass continued as 
the rain helped with germination.
